The President directed an FBI investigation immediately, as Director Hoover 
testified; 

While this was before he appointed the Warren Commission, the FBI was in the aanx 
role for that Commission; 

And existing records of the FBI establish the existence of records they have not 
provided you* 

If you want you can ask if they have had the Baltimore Field Office searched. 

There has to be more there than the single set of Sibert-O'Heill reports I use in 
Post Mortem* 

There is a similar patten in the King case, ^ere I'm obtaining all the FBI HQ 
filee, with maskings. The Memphis Field Office did obtain and did not send to Washington 
s im i l a r information. 

There was q similar physical situation revolving around the shooting and a in-n 
politioal situation - Hoover wanting to keep control, a la Orwell. 

This way the FBI can always deny, using HQ files for denial, and always produce, 
using FO files to produce. 

I think it would be worth persevering on how they investigated the crime without 
knowing the basic evidence relating to it.
